REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments and amendments as filed on 1/3/08 have been found to be persuasive and 
have overcome the drawing objection, the 112, 1 st paragraph rejection and the rejection 
based on Butler in view of Agardy. It is found that none of the prior art teaches or 
suggests an azimuth brake as claimed in claim 1 wherein the common drive mechanism 
comprises a first and a second elements engaging with the levers of the actuators 
wherein the first and the second elements move in opposite direction of each other.
